OT only the internal concord of which the 
N different European nations have given 
proof since the very beginning of the war 
has seemed a miracle, but their spirit of sacri- 
tio has caused even greater surprise. Millions 
of men are dead; millions are wounded and muti- 
lated; Zillions have lost all of their worldly goods. 
There millions of widows and orphans in 
Durope. But none has yet complained or called 
for peace. An-epoch accused by moralists of 
giving itself up to pleasure and selfishness has 
suddenly become stoic and heroic. 


When a surprise occurs in history, something 
really unlooked for, it is necessary to go far back 
into history to seek for the causes. The so-called 
miracles are prepared little by little by the slow, 
silent work of time. And the origin of these sur- 
prises—or miracles, if you would so call them 
must be looked for in the upheaval that during 
the last two centuries has changed the course of 
history in Europe, changing life’s very aims and 
reasons. 

In what did this upheaval consist? And as it is 
not possible to understand what is now going on 
in Europe without first clearly comprehending 
this, I shall try to explain as briefly as possible. 
Up to the eighteenth century, in all times and in 
all countries, the social order was founded on 
two principles: That human nature was bad and 
our many bad instincts had to be held in check, 
and that wealth was not an end, but a means. It 
is, of course, true that in past centuries men 
schemed to increase their possessions, but they 
did so almost in a hidden fashion, speaking as 
little aleout it as possible, and fearing the fatal 
effects that riches could exercise on the weakness. 
of human nature. Wealth did not seem to be de- 
sirable for itself alone, but only inasmuch as it 
furnished the state and individuals with means to 
better curb men’s bad inclimations, that is, by 
serving political, ‘artistic and religious aims, by 
reinforcing the state and its institutions, to enlist 
armies, to buy “arms, erect magnificent monu- 
ments; promote study, protect art and letters, help 
churenes, erect convents, succor the poor, the 
sick, the unfortunate, etc. 


WORLD'S IDEALS OF LIVING HAVE

H eighteenth and nineteenth centuries 

gi overthrew this conception of life. From 
: 200 years ago up to our time men have 
persuaded themselves that human nature is good 
and they may therefore aspire to liberty; and 
wealth has become an end—the end. True, the 
people of our time still write and read books, 
paint, model, go to church, study philosophy and 
other sciences, Their idea, however, in increasing 
their fortunes is not to spend their money for the 
fine arts, religion and study, but to have greater 
means of developing agriculture, industry .and 
commerce, to produce new riches, increase the in- 
dustries and commerce that already flourish and 
start other new ones; cultivate new lands, dis- 
cover new mines, explore uninhabited and wild 
regions for new founts of riches; open up new 
markets to manufacture and sell annually increas- 
ing quantities of merchandise; invent more pow- 
erful machines of greater velocity—that’s what 
our epoch wants and what it strives for. 

How this great change occurred is not pos- 
sible to tell in a few pages. It was an immense 
revolution. The writer who will write the his- 
tory of it in a worthy manner will enrich litera- 
ture with an immortal masterpiece. Many are the 
causes that have combined to effect this change: 
The discovery of America, the exploration of the 
earth’s surface entire, the reconstruction of the 
great states, the progress of the physical sciences, 
the steam engines, fossil coal, electricity, rail- 
roads, the liberal ideas and philosophy of the 
eighteenth century that first affirmed that hu- 
man nature was good, the American Revolution, 
the French Revolution, the great wars and minor 


-revolutions of the nineteenth century. 


Little by little, through the workings of those 
ereat events, those marvelous discoveries, that 
andacious philosophy, man convinced himself that 
he could trust his own instincts and those of his 
kind, and so he need not fear to aspire to be free; 
he became aware he could create instruments to 
conquer the earth and its treasures, and so from 
generation to generation for the last century and 
a half he has more and more resolutely opposed

UR civilization had put the accumula- 
O tion of wealth above every other 
thought; it had become the mystic 
duty of all men; to fulfill this duty, they 
underwent the most cruel trials, supported 
the heaviest fatigues, climbed the most per- 
ilous precipices. And peepee by 
letting loose the war in Eufope, has seemed 
to want to imitate the suicide of many bar- 
barian Kings spoken of in history and 
legend; by forming a great funeral pile of 
all the most beautiful and most precious 
treasures, and then apply the torch, plunge 
in the flames and burn with it. 


Our civilization sought to wrest their 
most dangerous arrows from disease and 
death, it protected life as the greatest of all 
blessings; the researches of sctence and 
statesmanship were made to that end. Our 
civilization glorifed itself for having miti- 
gated the cruel ferocity of ancient customs. 

And the century that has suppressed epi- 
demics, tortures, duels, spectacles of cruelty, 
that was almost ashamed to inflict the death 
penalty on a few criminals; that had even 
protected the dumb animals from the furious 
whips of drunken cart drivers—that century 
has been carrying on for nearly a year and 
will continue, how long no one knows, with- 
out horror, without complaint, the m 
horrible slaughter recorded in history. 

More than 2,000,000 men have already 
been killed! 


One would be tempted to affirm that our 
times have fallen into a deathly gulf of 
contradictions. The desire to accumulate 
riches seems to be ending in frenzied de- 
struction; the hot thirst to enjoy life ap- 
pears to be ending in wholesale slaughter 
the passion for liberty is resigned, contented 
slavery 


class, the bourgeoise and the nobles, the educated 
and the ignorant, people who understand art and 


refined and people who are coarse, conservatives 
and liberals, monarchists and republicans, still 
exist today in Furope as they did a century ago. 
But all the differences that caused so much trouble 
in the past are now hardly noticed by the men of 
our time who find themselves side by side in the 
conquest for the earth’s treasures. In that under- 
taking there is only one difference that counts: 
that of ability. A Protestant or a Catholic may 
be an equally good or bad workman, clerk or over- 
seer. If the nobility still possess superior finesse, 
the bourgeoise, which is less refined, possess en- 
ergy, will power and activity, qualities the world 
needs more today than the ways and manners of 
Duchesses and Princesses. 

The working people are certainly more ignorant 
and rough than the upper classes, but they do 
not only work with energy—they also consume 
the greater part of that which industry produces. 


What would become of innumerable industries and 


businesses if today the working classes would be 
satisfied to earn little and live poorly, as they 
once did? The rich classes would lose half of 
their incomes. So the rich classes would be fool- 
ish if they despised the people and considered 
them made of different and inferior stuff from 
themselves. ne monarchy and the republic may 
be as different from each other as you will, and 
as much enmity may exist between them, but 
they both promote the building up of wealth, which 
is the supreme aspiration of all classes. In the 
‘Nast 25 years the Empire of Germany and the 
Empire of Russia have grown rich, as have the 
Republic of the.United States and the French 
Republic. Is it worth while, then, to make an ef- 
fort to change the political institutions? So in 
the monarchies the republicans adapt themselves 
and are resigned, as are the monarchists in the 
republics. 


AGE OF HEROISM BURSTS FORTH 

FROM THE CHRYSALIS OF MATERIALISM 

N this way @uring the last century the social 
| classes, religions, political parties, and even 

to a certain extent the different nations and 
races have been melting in Europe into one great 
hegemonous mass, in which the old causes of 
hatred and strife among men were attenuated. 
And for this reason many people thoughtlessly ac- 
cused modern civilization of being materialistic 
and incapable of elevated sentiments. Is not 
this strife of the great moral, esthetical and po- 
litical principles the supreme reason of life? was 
asked before the breaking out of the European 
war. And is not a society despicable that in its 
anxiety to get rich neglects this fecund strife of 
duty, the strife by which man seeks to solve the 
eternal question of the True and the False, Good 
and Evil? So the idéa got firmly established that 
our epoch was satisfied to grow fat and was in- 
capable of heroism or sacrifice. But it was an 
error, a great error. 

In those great hegemonous masses, into which 
for the past century classes, parties, religions, 
and to a certain extent even races, have been los- 
ing themselves, there existed certain simple, but 
powerful, mystical ideas, among which were the 
idea of progress and the idea of patriotism, which 
are the soul and the reason for A et our time,

Against Each Other, but Peoples, {!— 
All Obstinate in Their Wills. 


Having Fought for Centuries for} 
Freedom, They Have Become as 
Blind Serfs to Their War Lords. 


The idea of progress is-the daughter of optimistic 
philosophers of the eighteenth century; the idea 
of patriotism, the love of country, is the daughter 
of classical culture and the great wars of the 
revolution and the empire! So true is this that 
during the last 30 years there has not been a vio- 
lent struggle in Europe except those of race and 
language. Only when a race is governed: by an- 
other, which tries to force it to change language 
and ideal of country, does there exist implacable 
hatred. 


The concord that in a thrice took place in all 
the nations of Europe as soon as the war broke 
out; the spirit of sacrifice of which all the bel- 
ligerent nations have given proof, is no longer, 
then, an enigma. We now know the deep reason 
of it. Europe wanted peace. But when the other 
nations of Europe saw Germany in arms, her peo- 
ple united and unanimous, ready to hurl them- 
selves on their enemies and take possession of 
Europe, they then forget their religious and po- 
litical rivalries to oppose to the united Germans 
their own forces, not less_solid and resolute. In 
a few days the people cast aside their political 
and religious differences, because those differences 
had been growing weaker and weaker for some 
time, and patriotic sentiment had been thriving 
on their weakness. And now the people are sup- 
porting with tenacity all the sacrifices that the 
war imposes on them, because in all, especially 
in those more united by race and language, the 
patriotic sentiment is. diffused broadly in the 
hegemonous masses of the nations, so that it 
now penetrates even the lower classes. That which 
seems a miracle to many people on the contrary 
is the last effect of a historical movement, the 
origin of which dates back from before the French 
Revolution. 


But then,” the reader may ask, “considering all 
you have said, shouldn’t we conclude that we may 


congratulate ourselves for being born in this coun- 
try? The doctrine of progress is not a fallacy, 
then. The world is really progressing, since we 
have everything: riches, power, knowledge, the 
spirit of concord and the spirit of sacrifice. We 
know how to live in peace and we know how to 
make war.’ This way of looking at it would be 
fine and consoling, if we had not also succeeded, 
with all our virtues, in making the most murder- 
ous, most gigantic war that history has narrated 
to date, and a war that will be among the longest. 
WAR WORLD'S BITTEREST BECAUSE 
PATRIOTS, NOT STATES, WAGE IT 
HE world is face to face with a frightful 
ee contradiction. All these fine virtues that 
Europe has so unexpectedly shown itself 
as possessing—concord, solidarity, spirit of sacri- 
fice—are the very elements that make the war 80 
obstinate and so terrible. Cruel, gigantic, fright- 
ful battles have been raging for months between 
Germans and French, Russians and Germans, 
Austrians and Russians; sometimes one side wins, 
sometimes the other; millions of men have fa‘ien, 
and yet no end is in sight. On one side or the 
other the battles are stubbornly taken up again. 
Why? Because armies and states are not at war 
against each other, but people, obstinate in thei 
will to win, all held firmly together by an exalted 
patriotic sentiment, and the few who hesitate in 
each country cannot break away-from it—they are 
swept on by the resolution of the others. So the 
defeats and victories are never decisive. In war a 
battle that does not destroy the forces of the 
loser—and such cases are rare—is only of value 
to the victors according to the impression of dis- 
couragement it causes the beaten army. 
Even a grave defeat doesn’t decide anything 
and doesn’t compromise the success of a cam-

that have been defeated become discouraged. 
Nothing is won if they remain animated with a 
desire to win. But what defeat will discourage 
one of the belligerents while all the belligerent 
peoples are so exalted and so obstinate? 


To sum up, the European war will remain 
memorable in the history of the world because 
it is the first real war of peoples that has ever 
been geen. In all the other wars, even in that of 
1870, only the part of the nation that was skilled 
in arms fought. This time all valid men between 
20 and 45 have been called to arms, and behind 
these stand the nations entire, with money, with 
work and with their souls. It can now be said 
that the belligerent ngtions have mobilized the 
two sexes of all ages, even the old people, because 
those who are unable to fight take the places in 
the civil life of those who take up arms, as well 
as help the wounded, the sick, the families aban- 
doned in misery, the heads of which have been 
called to the front. Modern civilization is thus 
suddenly placed before one of the most formidable 
moral problems through which humanity has ever 
passed. 


Can concord then be the mother of war? Can 
the spirit of sacrifice be the instrument of the 
most horrible destruction ever seen?

Sergt. Bach, Who Was Discharged 
From the Canadian Overseas Ex- 
peditionary Force Because of His 
Germanic Origin Though He Had 
Served 18 Years in the Militia of 
His Adopted Country, Going 
Through the Boer War, Tells 
How British Private Comforts 
Himself Under Fire, How He 
Lives at the Front and How His 
Wants Are Provided For.

C. Bach of 4555 Delmar boulevard. So far as is 

known, Bach is the first of the millions of men 

who have been fighting on the Continent for 10 

months, to locate in St. Louis. 

Bach served for five days, last February, in the 
British trenches, near Armentieres, France. Dur- 
ing Christmas week, he was with the British at 
Ypres, Belgium, as a spectator. He was a Sergeant 
in the Fourteenth Canadian Overseas Battalion 
He is now an applicant for American citizenship, 
and a member of Company C of the First Regi- 
ment, National Guard of Missouri. 

It will probably occur to the reader that the 


name of Rudolph Bach would sound strange in a 
British rollcall, and that most of the Rudolphs 


HE story of life in the European trenches, 


and nearly all the Bachs in this war are fighting 
against England. The same thing occurred to the 
British—and that is the reason why Bach, a native 
of Germany, but a citizen of Canada, who fought 
for England in the Boer War, was sent home to 
Montreal, whence he lately removed to St. Louis 
Since coming here, Bach has received from 
Ottawa a temporary copy of his certificate of dis- 
charge, to be replaced later, an accompanying let- 
ter stated, by a more formal document. This 
paper bears the significant words, Reason for dis- 
charge—Owing to his being of enemy nationality.” 


Doesn’t Blame Government for Action. 
S = treatment, after years of previous serv- 


ice and months of recent training, woulda 

make some men enemies in fact. But Bach, 
who was one of 120 to be sent back at one time, 
in England and in the army; and that in some 
cases which he observed, there were very good 
reasons for doing just what was done. 

Bach’s story of trench life, as it was told to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, is a composite of his ex- 
periences at Ypres in Christmas week, when, like 
others of the Canadian troops, he went from a 
British training camp to the front to get a fore- 
taste of fighting; and his actual experience in the 
British ranks at Armentieres, when his battalion 
like other Colonial commands on their first arrival 
at the front, was temporarily divided, and the 
companies and half companies distributed among 
the British lines. 

Everyone undertaking to describe trench war- 
fare hds been impressed by some one of its many 
features. To Bach, the most striking thing was 
the listening patrol”—the volunteers who nightly 
creep toward the enemy’s trenches, to listen to any 
preparations which may be making for a chargo 

“As few men as possible are kept in the fire 
trench,” said Bach. “The rest are in the sup- 
port and reserve trenches. The fire trench is the 
very front line, and is not a continuous affair 
but a series of trenches, usually not connected 
with each other, but connected with the supply 
trenches. Each of the front trenches is twenty 
to thirty feet long, occasionally longer, and they 
are kept separate so that, if the enemy takes 
one trench, he can‘t enfilade along the whole 
line. 


T is the rule not to keep a detachment in 
the front line more than four days. The 
routine is, four days in front, four days 

in support, four days in reserve. Sometimes the 

conditions of the service make it necessary to 
depart from this rule. 

“On being relieved of front line duty, the sol- 
dier makes his way to the rear and gets a shower 
bath and clean uniform and underclothing. Uni- 
forms go by sizes, and they pass from one man 
to another, after their different washings, which 
are a very necessary treatment. The men cannot 
keep free from vermin, but they can make a clean 
start every few days, through the efficiency of the 
laundries. 

“All the supplies and ammunition are brought 
up at night, and a different way is taken every 
night, for the Germans find out, during the day, 
by what road our supplies are brought up, and 
they fire all night in that direction. It is just one 
instance of their lavish use of ammunition, in 
which they are not imitated by the British. 

“The men on lookout, in the fire trench, stand 
on boxes or other supports, and look through peep- 
holes in the sandbags which line the top of the 
trench, or through periscopes. They are hardly in 
any more danger of being hit than the men in the 
rear trench are, for the Germans shoot every- 
where.

HE men in the British trenches be- 

lieve, according to Sergt. Bach, 

that this war will mean the down- 

fall of either Germany or England as an 

independent power—that, as he puts it, 

after the war, there will either be no more 
Germany or no more England.” 

The soldiers at the front as individuals, he 
declares, do not expect to return home, and 
most of them did not so expect when they 
left home. They believe the war is to a 
finish—and they believe the finish will be 
accomplished by*others, after they have 
given their lives. 

“You know how men naturally would fight 
under such conditions,” he says. “They are 
out to kill in every possible way and if the 
supposed laws of war get in the way—why 
it is unfortunate for the laws of war.” 


the night, particularly to the man who is at the 
front for the first time, is a time of vivid ex- 
periences. With the enemy 200 or 300 yards 
away, a man can hardly avoid thinking of all 
the things that may happen before daybreak. 

“Volunteers are called for, for the ‘listening 
patrol’—a non-com. and two or three men—and 
they creep out, in the darkness, as near the Ger- 
man fire trench as they can. They take advan- 
tage of shell holes, and every depression or cover 
of any sort. 


The “Listening Patrol’s” Perilous Work. 


oF HEIR job is to find out what the enemy 

is doing. If they hear nothing but 

talking and singing, all is well. If they 
hear bayonets being ground and guns rattled 
about, a charge by the enemy is indicated, and 
the men are prepared to meet it. Of course, the 
Germans send their listeners out, and sometimes 
they collide with ours, with the result of casu- 
alties or taking of prisoners. 

“At night, if there is any shooting, the Ger- 
mans fire a brilliant rocket, that floats along, 
illuminating everything for a minute or so with a 
greenish-white light. When this dies down, they 
send another. 

“At night, too, a close watch is kept for Ger- 
mans in British uniforms. It has been a common 
practice of the Germans to send over some of 
their men, who can speak English, and who wear 
British uniforms over their German outfit. 

“These men carry all the ammunition they can 
and if they can get to the rear of the British 
trenches, they make for an old barn, a ruined 
house or some place where they can be concealed, 
and then they remove their British and 
begin picking off officers and men. If they are 
caught they pose as German soldiers, net spies— 


as they would be considered if taken in English 
clothes—and insist on being treated as prisoners 
of war. There was a great deal of complaint, 
when I was there, about treating these men a 
prisoners, and I heard of some plain cases where |

GIGANTIC STRATEGY OF THE WAR. 


Philadelphia Ledger: The allies are not 
merely moving army divisions against Germany 


tions. When the psychological moment arrived 
they mobilized the Italian armies and hurled 
them against the southwestern frontier of Austria, 
with the consent, of course, of the Italians. The 
next move will be not to send Russian or French 
troops to attack the eastern frontier of Austria- 
Hungary, but to call out the Rumanian troops, 
thus surrounding the Teutonic allies with a wall 
of hostile nations and compelling them to defend 
every frontier. Never before has such gigantic 
strategy been employed in warfare. 

After Rumania has moved her armies into 
the field we may expect news that Bulgaria has 
joined the allies in their attack on Turkey, and 
will march on Adrianople, and thence advance 
with the Russians and British to the very gates 
of Constantinople itself. The Kaiser is Napoleon- 
ic, at least in his capacity for inviting the hostility 
of all nations. 


ITALIAN FORBEARANCE. 

New York Globe: The order of the Italian 
military authorities to steamships and airships 
to spare the remains of the famous Roman amphi- 
theater at Pola, the Austrian naval base on the 
Adriatic, is in refreshing contrast to the German 
course in the cases of Louvain, Malines, Rheims, 
and other cities of Belgium and France. It is an 
act of civilization that will win the grateful ap- 
plause of observing nations, just as the vandalism 
of the Germans won anger and execration., 


A HINT TO ENGLAND. 

New York Sun: In the thrilling contest be- 
tween the monoplane in Belgium and the Zeppe- 
lin, Lieut. Warneford rose swiftly in his easily 
handled machine to a point directly over the bulk 
of the sluggish dirigible and dropped bomb after 
bomb, until the sixth attempt was followed by an 
explosion and the dreadnought of the air col- 
lapsed, falling to the earth a blazing wreck. The 
British aviator seems to have had the luck of the 
daring, for after he had lost control of his mono- 
plane and the machine turned a somersault, he 
righted it, descended into the enemy’s lines and 
then, rising again, made his escape.

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fon WIFE-BEATING 
CASES SUGGESTED 


Assistant City Attorney Believes 
Innovation Would Restore 
Peace in Many Families. 


Assistant City Attorney Norman J. 
Sadler told a Post-Dispatch reporter yes- 
terday that he believed if he could in- 
duce Judges Hogan and Sanders of the 
two city courts to consider all wife- 
beating cases on one day each month, 
that peace could be restored in many 
families and that many wives and chil- 
dren could be kept from want. 

His position is that when a husband 
and father is fined and sent to the 
workhouse for wife-beating, the real 
suffering is borne by the family, which 
frequently has no income while the man 
is serving his sentence. 

The assistant city attorney has writ- 
ten letters to the judges asking them to 
try his plan. In the meantime, he is 
putting it into effect in a different way. 
In the last two weeks he has continued 
on the docket until June 30 the cases of 
12 men charged with disturbing the 
peace of their wives. He has instructed 
parole officers to visit thcir homes and 
determine the cause of the trouble and 
just how serious it is. 

“When the day for the trials arrive,” 
he said, we will be in possession of 
the facts and will know just how to 
deal with the cases. My idea is for the 
court to fine the men if they are guilty 
and then parole them. If they do not 
behave they can be sent to the work- 
house for violating the paroles. 

My idea in having all cuch cases set 
for one day each month is that cases of 
the character can be handled much bet- 
ter in a private session of the court 
than when the courtroom is crowded.” 

Judge Sanders for more than a year 
has been assessing only nominal fines 
for first offenders in such cases. After 
sending a man to the workhouse for a 
few weeks he has a parole officer in- 
vestigate, and if the men is found to 
be seriously at fault he is warned that 
a second cffense will mean a much 
more severe punishment. Judge San- 
ders says his plan has been very suc- 
cessful.

Our civilization had put the accumula- 
tion of wealth above every 
thought; it had become the mystic duty 
of all men; to fulfil this duty they un- 
derwent the most cruel trials, supported 
the heaviest fatigues, climbed the most 
perilous precipices. And this civiliza- 
tion by letting loose the war in Europe 
has seemed to want to imitate the sui- 
cide of many barbarian Kings spoken 
of in history and legend; by forming a 
great funeral pile of all the most beauti- 
ful and most precious treasures and 
then apply the torch, plunge in the 
fiames and burn with it. 

Our civilization sought to wrest their 
most dangerous arrows from disease and 
death; it protected life as the greatest 
of all blessings; the researches of science 
and statesmanship were made to that 
end. Our civilization glorified itself for 
having mitigated the cruel ferocity of 
ancient customs. And the century that 
nas suppressed epidemics, tortures, 
duels, spectacles of cruelty, that was

Ak EARIBITED IN 
OT. LOUIS IN FALL 


Chairman of Relic’s Itinerary 
Committee Virtually Promises 
Visit on Its Return From Fair. 


The Liberty Bell, most noted of Amer- 
ican historic relics, will be seen in St. 
Louis next fall, on its way home to 
Philadelphia from the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition in San Francisco. This was 
indicated in a telegram received by the 
Post-Dispatch yesterday from Chair- 
man Seger, of the Philadelphia Councils 
Committee, in charge of the bell’s tour. 

Chairman Seger said in his message: 

The petition of 75,000 school chil- 
dren has been forwarded to the Lib- 
erty Bell Committee by Mayor 

Blankenburg, and I have in turn re- 
ferred it to the Committee on Itiner- 

ary. I have no doubt at the present 

time but that the request will be 
complied with. 

This indicates that only the formal an- 
nouncement of the committee’s decision 
remains. The committee has had con- 
siderable time for considering the re- 
turn itinerary, and has received several 
requests, so that if there were any like- 
lihood of a decision unfavorable to St. 
Louis the chairman would hardly speak 
in so confident uw tone. 


Post-Dispatch Obtained Signatures. 
The petition to which he refers was 


a mass of sheets, bearing the signatures 
of 75,000 pupils of 119 St. Louis schools. 
These signatures were obtained by the 
Post-Dispateh week before last, with 
the co-operation of Supt. Blewett, and 
the petitions were forwarded to Phila- 
delphia by express Tuesday, except that 
two of the schools mailed their petitions 
direct. 

The movement to bring the bell here 
was started by the Post-Dispatch three 
weeks ago yesterday, and was indorsed 
in a proclamation by Mayor Kiel, who 
asked the children to sign the petitions. 

This year’s journey to San Francisco 
and return is probably the last that the 
Liberty Bell will take, if the Daughters 
of the American Revolution and the 
metallurgical scientists, whose opinions 
are quoted by the daughters,“ have 
their way. There was strong opposition 
to the San Francisco tour, and only the 
prime importance of the occasion pre- 
vailed over these protests. The last pre- 
vious journey made by the bell was to 
St. Louis for the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition of 1904. 


Bell Has Serious Disease. 
In an article later printed in the Iron 


Age of New York the assertion is made 
that the bell is suffering from a serious 
metallic disease, and that its famous 
crack has been extended by the vibra- 
tion caused by its journeys about the 
country—to New Orleans in 1885, Chi- 
cago in 1893, Atlanta in 1895, Charleston 
in 1902, Boston in 1908 and St. Louis in 
1904. 

The original crack has been held to 
e due to defects in admixture and in 
casting. It occurred when the bell, with 


} Clapper muffled, was tolling on the oc- 


casion of Chief Justice John Marshall's 
funeral. Had the bell been allowed to 
remain in Independence Hall, the ex- 
perts say, the crack would not have 
grown bigger, but at present its ex- 
tension is plainly to be seen, and H the 
„disease is not checked the bell may 
cease to be a single piece and become 
an august pile of fragments. 


695 ISSUES OF NEWSPAPERS 
SUPPRESSED IN RUSSIA IN 1914 


Porty-Four Periodicals Went Out of 
Business as Result of Activities 
of Censor in War. 

BERLIN, June 12.—The strictness of 
the Russian censor is indicated in a dis- 
patch from Copenhagen, which gives 
statistics for the year 1914, showing how 
many Russian newspapers and how 
many issues were suppressed, tempo- 

rarily or permanently. 

The figures show that the censor pro- 
ceeded against and prevented the publi- 
cation of 465 issues of periodical papers, 
and 230 non-periodicals. In 96 Cases of 
periodicals the prohibition was only tem- 
porary, and in 24 cases of non-periodi- 
cals.

UERTA comes down town every 
H morning, and the way he has 
adapted himself to the manners 
. ud customs of downtown New York 
is simply wonderful. There is mot a 
trace of swagger or blusier about him; 
he acts and dresses just like an execu- 
t.. of some big American corporation. 
likes brown clothes, and usualiy 
wears a brown business su‘t, with a 
browr hat, a brown tie, brown socks 
and shoes and brown gloves. As 
complexion is very swartry, it is de- 
cuming to him. He stands about 5 
feet 7 or less, and his well-knit frame 
s very supple and strong. 

A glance reveals Huerta’s Indian de- 
scent. The cheek bones are high, the 
forehead slants, the jaw is long and 
the ears are small and set low. The 
mouth is firm and the chin square and 
determined. It is a very unflinching 
face, but not devoid of kindness, 
the black, piercing eyes are soft and 
velvety at times. When Huerta smiles— 
ard he always has a winning smile for 
strangers—one gets a gliimrse of a very 
charming but very unbending person- 
Ulity. In repose the face is stern and 
intellectual, but there is nothing about 
it to bear out the stories of dissipa- 
tion and drunkenness of which one has 
heard so much. 

The first time I met Huerta was at 
the Ansonia, shortly after his arrival in 
New York.

“When the war began in Mexico it 1s 
possible that Madero had the very best 
of intentions, but it is not only good in- 
tentions that are needed to establish a 
representative Government. After he 
had risen to power, even Madero saw 
that revolutionary methods were inap- 
plicable to Mexico. There are thousands 
of his followers and of other people in 
Mexico who were formerly in favor o? 
the revolution, but who now that it has 
lasted so long are heartily sick of it and 
want peace, and I do not believe that 
peace can be very far off.

to the poor. That may sound very nice, 


honorable. 


“But there is.one very simple reform 
that can be carried out, and ought to be 
insisted upon. It is this: Under existing 
laws the proprietor of land that is un- 
cultivated pays no taxes on it, and there 
are many men of great wealth who keep 
enormous landed estates uncultivated 
purposely so as to avoid paying taxes, 
The Government ought to tax unculti- 
vated land high enough to force the 
owners to cultivate or to sell. I will 
even go so far as to say that the Gov- 
ernment ought to buy the land that the 
owner refuses to cultivate, and that 


through an agricultural bank the land 
should be parcelled out into homesteads 
and allotted to the peons on long-time 
payments, even as long as 4% years if 
necessary, with the proviso that in case 
the land was not successfully cultivated 
it should revert to the Government, and 
that until the full term had elapsed the 
peons could not transfer the title or sell 
to anyone, so as to prevent the wealthy 
from buying up the land. 

“There can be no doubt that if the 
land in Mexico is cultivated the public 
revenues will be greatly increased, and 
work would be more plentiful for the 
poor people. If the ons have work 
they will be contented with small re- 
turns because they will be occupied and 
will accumulate enough to keep them- 
selves and raise their families. That 
is a very important point, because the 
education of the children of Mexico has 
been grossly neglected in the past and 
there can be no real democracy in @ 
country where so large a proportion of 
the people can neither read nor write.” 
Not Ashamed Because He 

Started Life as Lowly Peon 
UERTA is not ashamed of the fact 
H that he started life at the bot- 
tom of the ladder. He rose from 
u penniless peon to be President of 
Mexico. Of nearly pure Indian blood, 
Huerta was born 58 years ago in the 
Colotian district of the State of Jalisco, 
not far from the Pacific coast of Central 
Mexico. Before he was fifteen he had 
made his way to Mexico City and 
started to fight life’s battle all alone. 
He had neither money nor friends. One 
day he picked up a paper and saw a 
notice that young men who wanted to 
become soldiers could get their military 
education free at the military college. 
That was the turning point of Huerta's 
life. He went to the military school 
and created such an excellent impres- 
sion that, although he failed to pass 
the entrance examination, they took 
him in. The regular course of study 
covered eight years, but in five years 
Huerta went through, but he worked 
night and day to do it and in the first 
four years never once left the bounds 
of the college. Huerta especially dis- 
tinguished himself in mathematics and 
graduated as a military engineer. His 
tirst work was on the national survey 
and it was eo excellent that it attracted 
the attention of President Diaz. It may 
be noted in passing that Huerta has 
always kept up with his mathematical 
studies, that he is an astronomer of 
wide experience and is the author of 
the best military map of Mexico in 
existence. 

When Diaz was in power it was no 
very easy matter for a man to rise in 
Mexico, but Huerta forged to the top. 
Step by step and always fighting, he 
made his way up. He took part in sup- 
pressing every one of the revolutions 
that broke out during the Diaz regime 
and he was held in such high esteem 
by his chief that when the dictator ab- 
dicated he turned to Huerta to insure 
his safety as he left Mexican soil. 

When De La Barra became President 
he sent Huerta to suppress the Zapata 
revolution and if he had been allowed 
to have his way he would have wiped 
out the peon movement in the State 
of Morales there and then, but Madero 
intervened and Huerta was called off. 


pAfter Madero’s ascension to the presi- 


dency Huerta was sent off to put dow 
the most menacing of all the revolution- 
ary movements, backed by 25,000 or 30,000 
men under Orozco. Huerta beat Orozco 
and restored a semblance of peace to 
Mexico. 

Madero, who, with all his good inten- 
tions, was a dreamer, although glad 
enough to have Huerta to put down re- 
volt, did not believe in force and was fo: 
peace by persuasion. Just as soon as 
he got rid of the plain, hard-hitting old 
soldier whose whole life 
keeping order in Mexico, fresh revo- 
lutions broke out on all sides. They 
culminated in the disastrous outbreaks 
in Mexico City itself, when the capita) 
was bombarded, hundreds of people 
were killed and the streets were 
drenched in blood. The diplomatic corps 
called on Madero to resign, and after his 
own soldiers had placed him under ar- 
rest, Huerta came into power. 

Huerta points with insistency to tha 
fact that he succeeded to the presidency 
under the terms of the Constitution and 
that the Mexican Congress, Senate and 
Supreme Court all recognized the fact. 
He also will quietly remind you—and 
he does it with just a trace of sarcasm— 
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Mexico the lives and property of for- 
eigriers were safe in the states controlled 
by him. As safe, he says, as his own 
life and property is in New York today.

Broad and Deep Funnel- Shaped De- 
pressions Among Difficulties 
to Be Overcome. 

WASHINGTON, June 12.— The way 
between Grado and Trieste lies througha 
remarkable country,” says a National 
Geographic Society war primer, which 
describes the strange paths before the 
invading Italians to the richest Austrian 
seaport. ‘“‘Many chapter of fascinating 
history are associated with this coastal 
strip at the head of the Adriatic, and its 
legendary lore is as rich as that of 
Granada. ; 

In peace times a small steamer, be- 
sides the railway, furnished communi- 
cation between Grado and Trieste. From 
the plain of the Isonzo, the way rises 
steadily to Nabresina, and from Nabre- 
sina falls as steadily to the plain of 
Trieste. In the uplands, the viaducts 
wind in giant coils over the ragged 
slopes. The gray limestone breaks 
through the vegetation in great masses, 
and the way is liberally sprinkled with 
stone quarries. Water-worn holes in the 
porous rock, and mysterious grottoes 
and mouths to the underworld, char- 
acteristic of the Istriam region, are 
found here. Added to the difficulties of 
the way are many funnel-shaped de- 
pressions, which occur in the midst ot 
regular slopes, often several hundred 
feet across and 200 feet deep.“

This course is set forth as follows:

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DIVORCED WIFE 


Mrs. Nello Boyd of Denver Says 
‘She Never Knew She Was 
Divorced in 1911. 


LITTLETON, Colo., June 12.—Joseph 


W. Boyd of Denver, president of the 


Kansas City Home State Bank, and 
reputed to be a millionaire, who ob- 
tained a divorce from his first wife, 
Mrs. Nello May Boyd, Sept. 7, 1911, 
without her knowledge, as she con- 
tends in a suit now being heard in the 
Arapahoe County Court to set aside 
the divorce, maintained two homes 
with two wives at, the same time, 
Mrs. Boyd said to-day. 

Neither Mrs. Nello May Boyd nor 
Mrs. Josephine Pllictt Boyd, wife No. 
2. knew that the head of their re- 
Spective households was leading a 
double life, Mrs. Boyd asserted. 

Since Boyd was granted his divorce 
in the Arapahoe County Court in 1911 
he has continued to live with her. and 
when away from Idaho Springs, where 
she makes her home, he corresponded 
with her regularly, she says, 

In support of her contention that she 
never knew she had been divorced by 
Boyd, she introduced in evidence to- 
day, through Attorney E. M. Sabin, 32 
letters which Boyd wrote to her be- 
tween the time he obtained the alleged 
fraudulent divorce and her discovery 
of it a month ago. 


He Admits Writing Them. 
These letters were shown 8 Boyd 


and he denied the authorship of them. 
He said he did not write them or au- 
thorize them to be written, but after- 
wards when his attorneys threatened 
to withdraw from the case, he ad- 
mitted he did, write them. 

Boyd explained to Judge Ashbaugh, 
who is hearing the case, that he was 
s0 “flabbergasted” when the 32 let- 
ters were shown him that he became 
excited and did not know what an- 
swers to give to tne questions hurléd 
at him by his former wife's attorney. 

Several of the letters from Boyd 
to Nello May Boyd were read in evi- 
dence.

IMPROVED LAWYER 


Congress of Drinkers Testifies 
for Assistant District Attorney 
McCormick of New York.

Bureau of "the Post-Diapateh. 
NEW YORK, June 12.—Illuminatinx 
testimony concerning the amount of 


‘spirituous liquors consumed by certain 


members of the District Attorney's staff 
and the stimulating effect on the young 
prosecutors, was given before Supreme 
Court Justice Blanchard in the separa- 
tion suit of Mrs. Frances Busby McCor- 
mick against Deputy Assistant District 
Attorney Robert C. McCormick. 

Mrs. McCormick asserts her husban:! 
was a steady and heavy drinker, and 
abused her. 

The assistant district attorney freely 
admits he has consumed large quantities 
of liquor for 20 years, but denies he 
abused his young wife as the result of 
drinking. In fact, his defense runs, the 
more he dallied with the exhilarating 
cup the more cheerful and agreeable he 
became. 


Sort of Congress of Drinkers. 


To prove his contention McCormick 
called to the stand thrée members of 
District Attoney Perkins's staff besides 
Clifford Boese, an elaerly and dignified 
clerk of Part I Supreme Court; a cotton 
broker, Alfred Hoye, who has set up 
many nights sipping highballs with Mo- 
Cormick, and other persons who were 
willing to tell of their own bibulous hab- 
its as well as of his. As a congress of 
drinkers they made an impression’ 

Incidentally, Mrs. McCormick herself 
testified to an incident which would 
seem to support her husband's asser- 
tion that liquor made him joyous. Un- 
der the guidance of Mirabeau L. Town 
her counsel, she told f a dance in 
which McCormick was tha chief figure. 

When the couple were living in a flat 
on West Ejighty-third street McCor- 
mick complained of feeling ill and tele- 
phoned the District Attorney he would 
rot work that day, his wife testified. 
About 11 o’clock she heard sounds of 
hilarity coming from the parlor. 


Danced Jig With Servants. 

‘When I opened the door I saw a 
strange sight,” she said. “There was 
Jennie Kiely, the maid, whom my hus- 
band had dubbed ‘Jennie McCormick’ 
singing an Irish jig tune. Alongside her 
was Caterine Davis, the colored washer 
woman, called ‘Catherine McCormick.” 
by my husband, clapping her hands to 
keep time. In the middle of the floor 
was my husband, waving his legs in the 
air and executing the jig. He appeared 
to have wholly recovered from what-

The witness was certain that McCor- 
mick never showed ths slightest ili 
nature when drinking.

He informed the 
Ccurt that he was a teetotaler but had 
been about a great deal with McCor- 
mick and could qualify as an expert 
on intoxication. He did not know how 
much the defendant was in the habit 
ef drinking, but he did know that 
“Bob”’ was one of the sat of the earth 
and most steady in temper. 

Stanley Richter, in charge of the 
habeas corpus department of the Dis- 
trict Attorney's office, said he had 
seen McCormick drink at the staff lin- 
ners given annually by the employes of 
the office, but he never knew him to be 
the worse for liquor. 


* Not That Kind of Staff. 

“Weren't they called ‘staff’ dinners 
because the guests left the place on 
crutches?’ aksed Town. 

Not at all.“ answered the witness.

The testimony of Clifford Boess, clerk 
of Part 1, was largely confined to tell- 
ing how much whisky McCormick could 
drink and still keep his feet.

“How many drinks did you use to 
have?“ inquired Mr. Town. “Oh, that 
varied,” responded the witness. ‘‘Some- 
times we had as high as eight or nine.“ 

“And he was always cheerful and

“How many times did you take him 
home?” I never took him home; he 
went.“

Duncan learned today of 
three more persons who had received 
bottles of poisoned quinine, bringing 
the number of persons known to have 
received poison in this way to 25. These

Another development. of the day was 
the discovery that the register kept by 
the late F. E. Drescher, as Coroner, 
has apparently disappeared. This fol- 
lowed an inquiry from the postal in- 
apectors for a record from the register. 
Prosecutor Duncan could not find the 
register at Drescher's house and it was 
not in the safe of the County Clerk, 
where the county and township health 
records are kept. | 
Expects Postal Report Tomorrow. 

The prosecutor received a telephone 
message late this afternoon from 
Indianapolis, informing him that he 
would receive a report by Monday bear- 
ing upon some features of the work done 
by the postoffice inspectors. 

The testimony taken by the present 
Coroner which led to the verdict that 
Drescher’s death was probably caused 
by poison self-admiriistered, was filed 
today. This shows that three physi- 
clans testified that one of the marked 
evidences of strychnine poisoning is 
early and. excessive rigor mortis and 
that thia was most pronounced in 
Drescher’s case. 

The prosecutor believes one or 
possibly two arrests will follow the 
depositior of Mrs. M. E. Strauss of 
Freedom taken by one of the prose- 
cutor’s clerks. Mrs. Strauss stated 
that her husband died last fall and 
that the late F. E. Drescher, then 
Coroner and undertaker, conducted 
the funeral. Shortly after Jan. 1, she 
said, she met Drescher in Spencer. 
He asked if the insurance was all“ 
right and if she were living alone. 
She said she was. About one week 
later she received a sample package 
of quinine. - 

Took a Dose From the Bottle. 

Early ir the spring, she said, she 
took a douse from the bottle, about 
enough to cover the point of a carv- 
ing knife. She said she became ill 


within 10 minutes and shortly after- 


ward became unconscious, Her con- 
dition wag discovered by neighbors, 
who took care of her. She had been 
ill ever since with her muscles slow- 
ly stiffening. 

The bottle she had received with 
what contents still remained in it, 
was then sent to the State Board of 
Health for examination. The board 
replied that the contents consisted of 
a large quantity. of strychnine. : 

An examination by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter of the official reports of Dr. C. F. 
Pectol, Health Commissioner of the 
township, and Dr. George Cox, Health 
Commissioner of the County, shows that 
Drescher as undertaker officiated in 4&8 
funerals since June 20, 1913. In the year 
preceeding’ he conducted 10, and nine 
during the year before that. In addition 
to the 4 known funerals there are six 
records left blank in the record of Dr. 
Pectol. He told the reporter that these 
represented funerals in which the under- 
taker failed to file a report and said 
that he recalled that some of them had 
been conducted by Drescher. 

How His Business Iacreased.

“Article four of the triple alllance 
treaty réads verbatim: ‘If a great 
power not signatory to this treaty 
should threaten the political secur- 
ity of one of the high contracting 
parties and the latter is thereby obliged 
to declare wat, the other two signatories 
bind themselves to observe benevolent 
neutrality towards his ally, each réserv- 
ing the right to enter the war when he 
considers it desirable in order to make 
common cause with his ally.’ Article 
seven reads: ‘Austria-Hungary and Italy 
having in view merely to preserve as far 
as possible the territorial status quo in 
the near East bind themselves to use 
their influence to prevent any territorial 
change prejudicial to one or the other 
signatories. For this purpose they will 
mutually give all information tending to 
enlighten their own intentions and those 
of each of the Powers. 

“ Should, however, the cage ocur that 
in the course of events the maintenance | 
of the status quo in the Balkans or Ot- 
toman coasta, the islands in the Adriatic 
or the Aegaen, be impossible, and, 
through the action of a third power or 
otherwise, Ausiria or Italy be obliged 
themselves to alter the status quo by 
temporary or permanent occupation, this 
must take place only after previous ar- 
rangement hetween both Powers, based 
on the principle of mutual compensation 
for all advantages, territorial or other- 
wise, accruing to each beyond the pres- 
ent status quo and satisfying the inter- 
ests and just demands t both parties.

The consumption of cotton is near- 
ly normal in volume, such is the need 
of equipment and the demand for 
cott for making explosives. Rx- 
ports of cotton continue on a com-

st year, 
there are signs of a falling off of 
the moven:ent. from 9 interior to 
the ports and the exports are at the 
expense of port stocks. 

e total of cotton exported 
Friday evening was 7,969,897 6 
compared with 8,723,428 bales to the 
same date last year. With seven 
weeks more ahead of us, the total 
exports for this season should easily 
mount to 8,500,000 bales; an average 
weekly export of a little over 70,000 
bales would do this, and the rt 
stocks would just about yield that 
much .cotton for export and hold a 
comfoMable surplus without calling 
on the interior. 

Stocks Are Fairly Large. 

Quite a large stock of cotton has ac- 
cumulated in New York—about 232.600 
bales; of this only about 37,000 bales 
are certificated, Put since deliveries will 
be attempted without certification, a 
er part of this cotton may be for 

elivery on contract. It is generally 
believed that large tenders will be made 
against the fall months, which are sell- 
ing at a comfortable premium over the 
hearby options. Whether the cotton 1s 
tendered or not, these distant options 
seem to be a good hedge against spots; 
by October the new crop will be mov- 
ing freely and from 2,500,000 to 3,000,000 
bales. will have come into sight, to be 
added to the surplus carried over from 
this year. 

The effect of the surplus during the 
first two or three months of the next 
oot on will depend largely on the dis- 

tion of the growers in marketing 
their product. Cotton opens faster than 
it can be gathered and the curtailment 
in acreage will not be felt during the 
first movement; in some cases the 
smaller crops have matured very rap- 
idly and the early pick has been very 

large. g 

People who are selling the fall 
months indiscriminately have some re- 
ollection of cotton weighing heavily on 
the market during the fall movement. 
They should not forget, however, the 
season which is nearly past, for it has 
becn a remarkabie example of what 
sane marketing and systematic holding 
can do in the face of what seemed to 
be disastrous conditions. 

The furmer is in good form and may

A verdict for $2968.48 as returned 
yesterday dy a jury in Circuit Judge 
Grimm's court in favor of Otto Kulage 
of 1904 Mast College avenue against his 
former. partner in the brick business, 
Frederick J. Remmers of 2363 Cook 
avenue.

Kulage 
had bought the stock three years before 
from the defendant’s adopted son, Har- 
ry J. Remmers, payirg 33000 for it. he 
sald, 


Says Stock Was Practically stolen. 


Frederick Remmers testified in de- 
fense he transferred the stock to his 
adoptd son in 1896, to be held in trust, 
and the latter was not autho to 
dispose of it. The stock was practical- 
ly stolen from me,” he testified. It was 
taken out of my safe in my house.’ 
The witness said he had been deceived 
by the foster son. 

On the face of the trangaction t did 
not appear tho stock was held in trust, 
but Remmers ald when he told Kulage 
the stock was not Harry Remmer’s 
actual property, Kulage surrendereé it.

HE first instaliment of the epic story of the loss 
of the “Karluk,” told by a survivor of the i. 
fated Stefansson expedition, was printed in last 
Sunday's Post-Dispatch Magazine. 

Dr. Vilhjalmur Stefansson, famous Canadian explorer, 
set out with an expedition in June, 1913, to visit a 
colony of “blond Eskimos” and to ezplore an uncharted 
country which he believed lay north of Alaska. While 
the leader was absent on a hunting trip, his ship, the 
“Karluk,” drifted away in the ice, and on his return it 
had vanished. With a desperate resolve he set out with 
two companions for the north in March, 1914. Nothing 
since has been heard from him, ang 3 
the Canadian Government has given e 
up hope that he is alive. 

The members of the party who were 
on the ship drifted with her upon the 
ice sea for five months. In January, 
1914, ‘the ship was ‘suddenly crushed 
by the pressure of the ice and swal- 
lowed up in a “lead” that opened be- 
side her. The men saved their stores, 
sleds, dogs and fuel, and prepared for 
the long trail over the ice field to the 
nearest land—Wrangei Island. 


Installment II. — THE TRAIL.

NSTEAD of starting for Siberia 
in three days after the sink- 
ing of the Karluk, as Capt. 
Bartlett had said, he remained 
at Shipwreck Camp more 
than a month. By taking ob- 
servations we knew that we 

were still drifting, and were anxious 
to start for the nearest land. We were 
in the middle of the long Arctic night. 
The weather was cold, the thermom- 
eter ranging from 40 to 50 degrees 
below zero. We managed, however, to 
keep fairly comfortable, having built 
ourselves shelters out of the boxes of 
stores taken from the ship. 

We had plenty of provisions and ate 
two meals a day. Our primus lamps 
served us for cooking and we had 
taken a stove from the ship that 
served us for warmth. We were in 
darkness in the midst of a wilderness 
of ice. For 60 days we had not seen 
the sun, and the ship was gone. Our 
dogs, unrestrained, remained close 
around camp, and howled and fought 
as usual. At night we could hear the 
booming sound of immense ice floes 
grinding against each other, or the 
sharper crash of an opening lead. 
Then all would hurry out in the dark- 
ness to see whether a lead had opened 
near our camp. 

Capt. Bartlett sent out parties in 
the direction of Wrangel Island to ex- 
plore the ice field and to make caches 
of provisions along the route of our 
proposed trail. On Jan. 20 he sent 
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start out for themselves independent of Capt. Bartlett's 
command. Papers were drawn up between them and

responsibility. They were provided with one sled, pro- 
visions for 60 days, primus lamp and oil, a tent and all 
other necessary equipment. 

Two days after Dr. McKay’s party started, a second 
supporting party was sent out to the original four who 
had been left near Herald Island. No trace of them 
could be found. Later, when we arrived at Wrangel 
Island, search for them was made, but they were not 
there. All that is known of them is that they must 
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saw smoke rising from a driftwood fire. 


day, but it was five days before he got started. 

We worked our way along the trail with a blizzard 
blowing from the east. Each evening we stopped an! 
built curselves snow houses for the night. The ice was 
shifting, and we lost much time in locating trails which 
had been marked by the parties sent out before. Some- 
times the movement of the ice would cause a break of 
three or four miles in the trail, and we would spend 
nearly a whole day in finding it. Most persons, inex- 
perienced in Arctic travel, might think that sledging 
over ice would be like going on the level; but such is not’ 
the case. The surface’ is very uneven and broken by 
, hummocks of ice thrown up by lateral 
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pressure. In many places it was 
thrown up in ridges which we were 
forced to cut our way through or 
‘clamber over. 3 | 

The first 40 miles of the trail did 
not present any great difficulties, but 
we knew the ice was moving, and 

leads were beginning to open. At all 
times, and especially at night, we suf- 
fered sensations of impending danger. 
We could hear the ominous grinding 
and creaking of the ice; then a loud 
boom would break upon our ears, and 
we would turn out of our snow houses 
into the darkness and explore the 
neighborhood of our camp, expecting 
to find some dangerous open lead that 
would cut off qur further progress or 
prevent our retreat. 

We did our cooking, what little 
there was of it, on a primus lamp. 
These lamps work somewhat on the 
principle of the blow torches used by 
plumbers. We used them for melting 
water to make tea. Our tea was car- 
ried in tablet form; each tablet being 
as large as the ordinary charcoal 
tablet that yon buy in drug stores. 
They were put up in tins containing 
a hundred. One tablet was sufficient 
to make a cup of good strong tea. 
There is nothing so welcome at the 
close of a day on the Arctic trail as 
a cup or two of hot tea. In those ex- 
tremely cold climates its value is al- 
most inestimable. 


We had two meals a day, consisting 
of pemmican, biscuit and tea. We 
had no heat in our snow houses ex- 
eept the natural warmth of our bodies. 
Our bedding consisted of skins which 
we would place on the ice, and blank- 
ets were used for coverings. We were 
provided with skin footbags, a most 
useful article in those high latitudes. 
We would remove our skin boots, and 
then draw a footbag over our feet and 
legs as high as the knees, and in this 
way manage to sleep quite comfort- 
ably, everything considered. Our snow 
houses were just large enough to fur- 
nish room for sleeping when all were 
lying very closé together. | 

In the latter part of February, after 
we had been on the trail about ten 
days, we were confronted by a diff. 
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out a party of seven men, four or 
whom, Anderson, first mate, Barker, 
second mate, Brady and Kfng, both 
able seamen, were to constitute a i 
party to find a way to Wrangel Island, and the other 
three, Namen and two Eskimos, were to act as a sup- 
porting party to the four. Their instructions were to 
go to Wrangel Island and learn the conditions there; 
to learn whether driftwood could be found, and whether 
there was any game there. : | 

They took with them three sleds, all the dogs we had, 
and the necessary camping outfit. The whole party 
was to go to Wrangel Island, the four were to remain 
there, and the supporting party was to return to Ship- 
wreck Camp with information for the rest of the ex- 
pedition. This party trailed over the ice until within 
three miles of Herald Island, which is 38 miles to the 
east or a little to the northeast of Wrangel Island. Here 
they met open water and moving ice. This was just 
what we dreaded. An easterly gale had sprung up and 
we were afraid of being carried farther to the northwest 
into the unknown and uncharted ocean. 

The four men with one sled and provisions were left 
on the ice to make their way to Wrangel Island, if pos- 
gible, and the other three with two sleds and all the 
dogs returned to camp to report conditions. At the 
time the supporting party returned to camp, Dr. McKay

have perished, but the manner of their tragic death is 
one of the secrets of the frozen ocean. 

As the second supporting party was..returning, they 
met -McKay’s party about 40 miles from Shipwreck 
Camp. They had been Eve days on the trail, and were 
in a pitiable condition. Their clothes were in bad re- 
pair. Beuchard was so badly frozen that they expected 
him to die that night. Morris had run a hunting knife 
through his hand and blood poisoning had set in. The 
clothing of all was frozen and their boots were worn 
out. They all were suffering. The supporting party 
proffered them assistance and offered to bring them back 
to camp. but they refused all help. Nothing more was 
ever seen of them. They were, beyond doubt, victims of 
the relentless rigors of the Arctic Sea. 

The sun returned above the horizon on Jan. 25, and 
its appearance was hailed with delight. It was about 
Feb. 10 when the second supporting party returned to 
camp. After its return we remained several days in 
camp, making further’ preparations for the trail. The 
fate of the eight men who had started earlier was un- 
known to us, or we should scarcely have had the courage 
to follow. On Feb. 18, eight men, of whom I was one, 
left camp with two sleds and 10 dogs, and provisicns 
for 60 days. Capt. Bartlett remained behind with the 
remainder of the party, intending to follow the next

Shortly after breaking camp one morn- 
ing we came to an ice ridge or barrier 

from seventy-five to one hundred feet 
in height. Here, by the lateral pressure of the great 
floes, the ice was piled up in a ridge extending east- 
ward and westward as far as the eye could see. Think- 
ing it impossible to make our way over it, we returned 
to our snow house camp of the night before. We sent 
out a party to try to find a way through it somewhere. 
The party returned and reported that it was impos- 
sible to find an opening. Then we explored the barrier 
to the east for a whole da and found conditions in 
that direction even worse than to the westward, if such 
a thing were possible. Luckily the gales had subsided 
and the weather was calm and beautiful, but very cold. 

We concluded to retrace our steps to Shipwreck Camp 
and there make further preparations for the work of 
the trail. We were upon the return trail scarcely two 
hours when we met Capt. Bartlett and the rest of the 
party following us. We acquainted the captain with 
what we had met and experienced, but he said there 
must be a way through, and that we would not return 
to Shipwreck Camp. 

Under the guidance and direction of Bartlett we 
turned sbout and again were on our way to Wrangel 
Island. Arriving at the great ridge again, Capt. Bart- 
lett took up the work of getting us through. It was 
now his purpose to reach Wrangel Island end leave the

a transfer company too confining. He found an old 
blacksmith shop on the site of his present theater, and 
converted it into a small theater that seated only 100, 
but he soon had to enlarge it to its present capacity, 
which is 400.

Sievers, the manager, has made it a highly 
profitable investment. 

But the operation of moving picture theaters has not 
always been like beds of roses. There have been finan- 
cial shipwrecks and disasters. Some of the finest houses 
of a few years ago are idle today. The first big neigh- 
borhood theater that opened near Grand avenue, and 
was the talk of the town five years ago, today is dark, 
its lobby is littered with wind-blown papers, and the 
glass of the box office where thousands once crowded 
to pay their fares is covered with the dust and grime 
of months. And on out in the West End, near King’s 
highway, one of the finest movie theaters in the city 
was recently sold at auction to satisfy a debt. 

Ten years ago there were nine movie theaters in 


St. Louis; today there are 101; not counting the many - 


airdomes that are run independently of the regular 
houses and operate only in the summer. The young 
industry has made fortunes for many of its followers 
almost over night, and lost fortunes just as quickly for 
many more. To some it was a magic lamp that needed 
bunt little rubbing to produce the wonders of wealth; 
it was an ignis-fatuus luring others 


“I am friendly with the people whe 
come to my theater,” he says. “I wel- 
come them as they enter and have a 
Dleasant word for them as they go out. 
I always tried to be kind to the chil- 
dren. Little ones whose parents could 
not afford to give them nickels to come 
to the show always got to see the peetures 
free. 

“Boys used to dig holes under the wall 
around the tent and sneak in under the 
canvas. I caught them many times, but 
Was never severe. Just as soon as these 
boys arrived at the dignity of a job, 
they were the first ones to come to the 
show at night and plank down their 
money like little men. Afterwards they 
brought their sweethearts, and today you 
may see empty baby buggies standing in 
the lobby of the theater, while the babies

to the loss of their savings. 

All the precedents of the age-old 
business of amusing the people 
were overturned and changed by this 
new means of public entertainment. 
Many old-time showmen who had 
their fingers on the public <pulse for 
years and thought there was no new 
thing for them to learn, welcomed the 
movies with joy; they looked like the 
easiest means of making money that 
they had ever seen. So they rushed 
into the thick of the fray, with the 
confidence of long experience, only 
to have their entire bag of tricks 
dumped at their feet as outworn and 
useless; while other men, fresh from 
the carpenter’s bench, the drug coun- 
ter and the plumber’s shop, with ab- 


solutely no experience, succeeded 
from the start.

The King Bee Theater at Jefferson ave 
nue and Howard street, a building of 
white enameled brick that seats 1200 peo- 
ple, was completed less than a month ago 
to replace a tent which stood in the same 
spot for years and earned the money 
that made the building possible. This 
theater was erected by Michael Nash, the 
only one that is left of the first four men 
who exhibited motion pictures in St. 
Louis. 7 

Nash started with a small place at Sev- 
enteenth street and Franklin avenue, 
which seated only 100. 

“One day 10 years ago,” he says, “I 
went to a downtown theater. After the 
performance the lights were lowered and 
the people began going out. But I didn’t,

I had ever seen, and I couldn’t under- 

stand why the people were geing away in perfect in- 
difference to the miracle which was happening there 
before their eyes. 

“That was the first moving picture I ever saw. I 
went back to the theater the next day and found out 
ali about it: and right there I saw the possibilities of 
exhibiting motion pictures. They were very crude then, 
and were used at vaudeville theaters as chasers to get 
people out for the next performance. That accounted 
for the indifference of the audience. They had seen 
the same thing over and over again till they were weary 
of it. But I knew that if new pictures could be obtained 
the people would never get tired of looking at them.” 

Another interesting story is that of “D. T. Williams 
& Wife.” Williams always insists that the firm name 
shall be written that way. “My wife has been my part- 
ner always, and to her is due a great part of the suc- 
cess we have made,” he says. 

“Williams & Wife” started in the moving picture busi- 
ness with very little capital. There was a small theater 
at Thirteenth and Chambers streets, with a mortgage 
of $300. They assumed the mortgage and opened a 
movie show six years ago. The house seated only 176 
persons, and at 5 cents a head had to be filled many 
times a day to earn anything at all. Soon the pro- 
prietors moved out to Newstead ‘avenue, and bought the 
tent which is pictured on this page. It has just been 
taken down, because the audiences are now entertained 
in a new theater that cost $20,000 to build and equip. 
Williams says that the firm has made this sum and a 
comfortable home out of the moving picture business 
in five years. 

The Retina Theater at Twentieth and Market streets 
is one of the most prosperous small movie houses in 
the city. John H. Gentner, its owner, went into the 
business because he * his position in the office of 


that a bigger and better place would make more money. 

He went into debt to the extent of several thousand 
dollars, erected a building, organized his three children 
into an orchestra, and began operations. 

No money was made for the first two years, because 
Roettger knew nothing about the business. But he 
learned, and the next year the tide turned. The en- 
terprise is now paying between $15,000 and $20,000 a 
year, and employs a number of persons in addition to 
the Roettger family. 

Not all the successful moving picture theaters started 
in a small way. Many exhibitors had years of the- 
atrical experience and thousands of dollars behind 
them when they opened their doors to the public. 

The history of the three Cornelius theaters is an 
example. John W. Cornelius built the Lyric Theater 
on north Sixth street five years ago at a cost of $40,000, 
when it was considered suicidal to try to operate a 10- 
cent theater on expensive downtown property. But 
Cornelius, who had had experience in the business in 
Cincinnati, had read the signs aright in St. Louis. The 
West End Lyric and the Lyric Skydome are the out- 
growth of the downtown theater. The Cornelius enter- 
prise is one of the most profitable amusement concerns 
in the city, and gives employment to 50 persons, with 
a payroll of $1100 a week. Each year $3000 are spent 
on furnishings for the two West End houses. A single 
item of carpets for the downtown Lyric, recently, 
amounted to more than $1300. 

The Plaza Theater at Clara and Etzel avenues repre- 
sents an ambitious venture on the part of its promoters. 
The Plaza is strictly a neighborhood house, and was 
the first big theater to be erected on a street apart from 
a well-traveled one. It was built at a cost of $50,000. 
Manager Townsend of the Plaza says that the theater 
does not depend on passersby, and has a clientele that

also vanished. The successful exhibitor of today must 

be modern and up-to-date or he can no longer exist, 
so keen is the rivalry. 

What the conditions are that make for success in 
the moving picture business is hard to say. Location, 
of course, is more than half of the battle; good pictures 
and courteous treatment are perhaps the rest. The de- 
tails of management and the neighborhood must be 


studied; the kind of pictures that suit one locality will 
not be tolerated in another. 


Modeling New Faces for the 
Wounded 


OME extraordinary operations to repair faces 
shattered by shells are being performed by 
French surgeons. Dr. J. Dundas Grant describes 
in the Lancet a few of those that he witnessed 

at Val de Grace and Bordeaux. 

In one case the bridge of a man’s nose had been 
driven in, completely closing the rear nasal passages. 
M. Morestin detached what was left of the nose, leav- 
ing it as a flap attached below. He cleared out the 
nasal passages and stuffed the cavity with gauze, which 
he replaced with rubber tubes after a few days. He 
planted part of the cartilage of a rib in the man’s 
forehead, and when this had taken root he cut it away, 
turned it down, attached it to the remains of the nose 
and remodelled this. 


In many cases in which a large part of the lower 
jaw had been shot away, casts were taken of both jaws, 
and on these the surgeons and the dentists studied 
the best methods of repair. They were often able to 
restore at least the ability to chew food and to talk.

FOODS THAT 


HE growth of a child from infancy to manhood 
is an unsolved mystery; that is to say, the 
exact method by which the body and its sev- 
eral organs keep steadily increasing in size 

until they reach a certain point, and then stop, is not 
yet explained. Prof. Lafayette B. Mendel, who has 
been studying these phenomena -for several years at 
the Sheffield Scientific School of Yale University, con- 
tributes to the Journal of the American Medical As- 
sociation a long report on the role played by nutrition 
in this mysterious process of growth. 

There are, he says, two different sources of the 
growth impulse. One is internal, largely hereditary 
and inherent; the other is external, involving the en- 
vironment and including the food supply. Nutrition 
can only give the growth impulse free play; neither 
can succeed without the other. Everybody needs a cer- 
tain amount of nutriment merely to compensate for 
wear and tear. A full-grown person actually needs no 
more protein and inorganic salt than will thus com- 
pensate, but during the period of growth the intake 
of proteins and salts must exceed the demand for wear 
and tear, for the excess is needed for the formation or 
completion of new cells. | 


—— — — 
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Growth cannot stimulated by increase of material. 
It can be stopped or rendered latent By an insufficient 
supply of protein, as M. Ruebner has shown; but pro- 
tein cannot raise the rapidity of growth above the 
limits set by nature. 

A new conception of the process of growth has re- 
cently arisen. No longer do we picture the food en- 
tering unchanged, or at most only slightly altered, into 
the cycle of metabolism. It used to be supposed that 
animal cells alone would build up animal flesh, but 
this left out of account the solid flesh that an ox 
makes out of grass. Prof. Aberhalden has shown that 
the tissues are independent of the gross peculiarities 
of the ingested foods; they select what they need 
for growth, for repair and fuel out of the shattered 
remains of the food. The food, whether this be an- 
imal or vegetable, is broken up chemically into far more 


minute parts than the protein cells, for example. These 


have certain chemical constituents, to which the Ger-

The following morning I again met this companion of 
mine at the site of the Sosa-Corozal Dam, carrying an 
instrument.

There was time, before the 
train left, for me to go to the hotel for some ice water, 
and he joined me after inquiring where I was going. 


At the hotel I found that the steward was a man who 


had served at West Point while I was there; the recog- 
nition was mutual, and he inquired what he could do 
for the Colonel. 

My companion stared at me somewhat dazed, asked 
who I was, and, on learning, exclaimed: “My God! And 
I was talking with you yesterday!” It appéared that 
he didn’t want a drink, after all, as he left abruptly.

have been many, but, having seen a number of men go 
to the bad, I felt that if one were saved it would offset 
the criticism that would follow. He was obdurate, and, 
realizing that I would be unable to effect a change of 
policy because of the influence that would be exerted 
against me, I gave up the idea for a time. 

When the reorganization of the force was arranged 
the largest canal settlement was in such close prox- 
imity to Panama that I again took up the question, and 
through the influence of Mr. Cleveland H. Dodge and 
Mr. Cyrus H. MeCormick, both of whom, fortunately, 
visited the Isthmus at an opportune time, Sunday open- 
ing was secured, with the proviso, to which I gladly 
consented, that games would not be allowed during the 
hours set aside for the church services. 

With our employes drawn from all classes and every 
place—from every state in the Union and from the large 
cities as well as the rural communities—it is not sur- 
prising that there was some discord and instances in 
which husband and wife failed to pull together in 
double harness. In the United States such cases would 
be carried to a law court, but this was rarely done on 
the Isthmus; instead, the complaining person came to 
my Office, and, after I had heard his or her (more fre- 
quently her) side, a formal investigation would ensue,

employed the ministers to look after the spiritual wel- 
fare of our people, and I suggested to them that if they 
would make the men more saintly through their teach- 
ings and labors among them the saloons would disap- 
pear without the necessity of administrative action. So 
long as liquor was so easily purchasable in the terminal 
cities, I much preferred that the saloons be kept in 
the Zone, where our men could remain under the od- 
servation of our own people and where unadulterated 
liquor could be bought. 

When Las Cascades was turned over for occupation to 
the Tenth Infantry, the saloons in that community were 
closed, and later, after discussing the question with the 
Secretary of War, Mr. Henry L. Stimson, I agreed that 
at the expiration of the term of the licenses for 1913 
the saloons at Empire, the nearest settlement, would be 
elosed also, for they were too accessible to the enlisted 
men. I was very anxious to start a canteen for the 
benefit of the employes and the soldiers, but the neces- 
sary authority could not be obtained. 

When the closing of the saloons at Empire was dis- 
cussed at the commission meeting in April, 1913, it was 
decided to close those at Culebra and Gatun at the same 
time, those being the only remaining towns in the Zone 
where liquor was sold. By this time the construction

nomenclature, were known as “roughnecks,” from taking 
advantage of the attractions offered by the clubs. 
Sunday was one of the days when some sort of amuse- 
ment was required. The clubhouses on Sundays afford- 
ed diversion and recreation through their libraries, 
magazines and newspapers to those classes of employes 
who were given to reading, but the construction. men— 
those in the ditch and on the locks and dams—found lit- 
tle enjoyment in that way, and could not take advantage 
of the games which were provided, for they were pro- 
hibited on Sundays. Their only recourse, therefore, 
was to seek their pleasures in the terminal cities, 
Panama and Colon, where the saloons, shooting galleries, 
billiard and pool rooms, and bowling alleys were open. 
I strongly favored the use of all the facilities of the 
clubhouses on Sunday, but I found a strong opposition 
to this on the part of the management, though a canvass 
of the force showed that a majority preferred such a 
course. a 
When the general secretary of the Y. M. C. A. visited 
the Ksthmus we diseussed the situation, but I could 
make no headway with him; he felt that such a radical 


change in their policy would be the cause of just criti- 


cism and censure, and announced that the V. M. C. A. 
would withdraw from the management of our clubhouses 


‘should such a course be adopted. Conditions on the 


Isthmus were so entirely different from those in any 
locality in the United States that I argued in favor of 
an exception; men at home had no such cities as those 
at the terminals of the canal; the temptations were 
greater and the restraining influences tess. :

recently a new league was 
organized, lands were assigned for the fields, grand 
stands were built by the Panama Railroad, and good 
games of amateur ball are played on Sundays and holi- 
days. The ministers on the Isthmus entered a protest 
against these Sunday games, but they are played at a 
time of day when they do not interfere with religious 
services. 

The tropical climate is more apt to prove injurious 
to a woman from the temperate zone than to a man, 
and, while the children thrived, the women often suf- 
fered in health. The men had their work, and there- 
fore had only the evenings to dispose of, but the women, 
their household duties finished—and these were neces- 
sarily simple—had the days as well as the evenings, 
and with them time often dragged heavily. Those who 

yed in the Zone willingly and cheerfully and proved 


‘genuine helpmeets to their husbands were also strong 


influences for good in the places where they lived; 
and they deserved high praise. 


In September, 1907, Miss Helen Varick Boswell of 


the Federation of Women’s Clubs in the United States, 


came to the Isthmus to look over the field with a view 


many supporters outside of the clergy. When the United to making suggestions which would encourage the 


States assumed control there were saloons in all the 
settlements that existed, and these were continued, but 
when new settlements were established saloon licenses 
were not extended to them. Consequently, we had some 
“wet” and some “dry” towns. 

The license fee was a high one, $1200 a year, and an 
analysis of the liquor sold within the Zone was made 
from time to time, with the penalty of the revocation 
of the license in cases where adulteration was found. 

The saloons were segregated, kept under the con- 
stant surveillance of the police, and the hours for busi- 
ness prescribed and strictly enforced. Later regulations 
prohibited the use of chairs and tables in the barrooms, 
thus removing those comforts which might tend to 
loitering or conviviality. Giving credit by the saloons 
to their patrons was discouraged through refusal by 
the authorities to render any assistance in the collec- 
tion of bills. Again, all cases of alcoholism treated in 
the hospitals were reported and noted on the personal 
records, the men understanding that alcoholism was a 
cause for discharge from the service. 

It is a curious fact, but the police records showed 
that there were more arrests for disorderly conduct due 
to liquor in the towns where liquor was not sold than 
in the others, and this was for the reason that in the 


women of the Zone to form organizations to be affi- 
liated with the General Federation of Women’s Clubs. 
As the result of this visit meetings were held in the 
elubhouses at various places along the line, interest 
was stimulated, and women’s clubs were finally formed 
in all of the principal settlements. 

These clubs, no doubt, did considerable good in bring- 
ing the women together, getting them acquainted, and 
in other ways. But with a population that shifted as 
ours did, not only from the Isthmus to the United 
States, but also from one station to another along the 
line of the canal, it was diffeult for any formal organi- 
nation of considerable membership to retain its soli- 
darity. 

Of the various administrative problems that had to 
be taken up and solved, those outlined herein were the 
most difficult, constituting the most tiresome and ex- 
hausting of my duties. They were assumed 


voluntarily 
and for a purpose. I had learned by experience, both 


in the army and on civjl works, that the best results are 
obtained through the co-operation of men whe are con- 
tented and who have confidence in their leader.

survivors of the expedition there, while he would at- 
tempt to reach the mainland of Siberia, make his way 
to some point of civilization, and from there let the 
Canadian Government know our whereabouts and the 
danger we were in. He must not be delayed in his 
efforts to reach the mainland of Siberia. 

He examined the barrier and concluded we would have 
to cut our way through. With picks, axes and shovels 
we toiled like beavers against the huge walis that were 
holding us prisoners in a world of ice and snow. t 
was slow work. Day after day we toiled to make a 
narrow pass across the barrier, a pass about three or 
four feet wide and smooth enough to draw our sleds 
over it. We were six days in making the three miles 
that took us across. It was with a sense of intense 


relief that we looked back at this monster wall, and 


then gazed over the vast level stretch of ice before us. 

It was still 40 miles to Wrangel Island, but the trail 
now presented few difficulties, as the ice was held in 
position by its proximity to land, or by sandspits ex- 
tending far out into the sea. It was at the end of these 
sandspits off the north coast of Wrangel Island that the 
great ridge or barrier of which I have told was form- 
ing. Once over the ridge, we made a dash for the coast 
40 miles distant. It took six days. One day we would 
carry forward half our suppties and cache them, and 
then return and bring up the remainder the next day.

In this way we made triple marches, forward, back and

On the sixth day after crossing the barrier we ar- 


rived at Wrangel Island. It was the first time we had 
been on land since the latter part of the July previous. 
Capt. Bartlett and part of the expedition arrived on 
land first. The party I was with was still about three 


miles off shore, but we could see from the elevated posi- 


tion of the men of the party ahead that they must be 
on land. ’ 

We could see the mountains beyond, and then—Oh, 
happiness!—we saw smoke rising from a driftwood fire 
they had built. What a sense of security we enjoyed 
for the first time in months! We were almost wild 
with delight. We were on land! No more open leads! 
No midnight alarms! In their gladness the men dug 
through the snow so that they might touch the earth 
with their hands, or pick from the frozen ground a 
pebble, a real pebble, to feel of it. 

There was no sign of vegetation on the island when 
we arrived; everything was snow covered, and except 
for the mountains that reared their lofty summits in- 
land, and the knowledge that we were on land, there 
was little change to the eternal whiteness of the scen- 
ery. Of the 25 persons on board the Karluk when she 
began drifting off Camden Bay, only 17 arrived at 
Wrangel Island on March 12, 1914.

HEN a man's birthdays reach thrce- 

score and ten, he is commonly looked 

upon as old. Yet some persons of 70 

or 80 years of age are mentally 

bright and physically quite active. 

These people are not as old as their 

birthdays call for. Other people 50 

or 60 years of age, or even younger, look very old, are 

weak mentally and infirm physically. We all know of 

such cases; but why should the man of 70 years look 

younger and act- younger than the man who is 10 years 
or more his junior? 

It is sometimes a matter of heritage, a matter of re- 
mote forefathers, but even then it is a question of 
health or ill-health.’ The old, young man carries his 
burden of disease about with him, and it is heavy; the 
young, old man carries his burden of many birthdays, 
but it is light. 

All people old in appearance before their time are 
sick, whether it can be seen gr whether it be hid- 
den. Some diseases come to us unbidden, for which 
the victims are in no way responsible—come like the 
terrible floods or cyclones that cripple and destroy. 
These unfortunates grow old and look old long before 
their time. They are to be pitied because their troubles 
have come through no fault of their own. 

There are others, however, and these are the many, 
dy whom diseases are openly invited and come cer- 
tainly and surely to the young men who sow wild oats 
freely and recklessly, and make themselves old while 
still in their youth. The old man of 45 or 48 years of 
age, a steady drinker of alcohol, is not in this condi- 
tion through accident, nor is he old because of too many 
birthdays. 

He has lived the life. He has gone the limit. The 
candle could not burn at both ends and last the allotted 
time. No man can dissipate viciously one-third of his 
life’ and expect to give his children a clean bill of 
health. Every crime against the physical body makes 
a dent, just as a nail makes a hole in a board: you can 
cover it with putty, but you cannot rub it out. 

Much of present disease is an inheritance handed 
down by the near forefathers, or by those living long 
ago. The survival of the fittest, the modifying influ- 
ence of fit marriages on the offspring, together with 
what latter day medicine is doing, and will do in erad- 
icating disease, promise much for the generations to 
come. 

Intemperance in physical exercise, as seen in many 
athletes, causes many diseased hearts. During racing, 
boating, or other tests of strength, or contests of en- 
durance, against the protests of nature, they, the con- 
testants, many times keep on, with one final resuit—a 
damaged heart, a handicap for life—because ever after- 
ward the heart must be thought of before a step is 
taken. Because of this the man is not the cqual of 
healthy men of his age, for he cannot, or dare not, over- 
exert physically, or sometimes cven mentzlly. 

There are some men whe begin to get their tombstones 
ready early. These mem are intemperate in doing their 
work. They work overtime every day—-Sundays and holi- 
days. They work every day, and take their work home 
with them at night. When they are not doing active 
work, they are planning it. If they take a vacation, they 
plan work; they plan work while on their way to and 
from business; they plan in bed; in their libraries. When 
their wives and children talk to them, they do not listen 
—their minds are far away, planning something. A 
man cannot overwork all the time and keep well. He 
needs rest at intervals from his daily work. The read- 
ing of a good book is helpful. A good laugh is fine med- 
icine; several of them a day are better. No man or 
woman is the worse for having a funny side. A little of 
Ahe humorous often ps us over a trying day. The 
women overwork and worry just as do the men. Every 
man or woman should de his or her work conscientious- 
‘ly, but we should all have a little vacation or a little 
play sometime. 7 

A man who overworks constantly narrows his mental 
vision. If he has no time to laugh, or read a book, or 
go to a theater, or to a concert, he is already beginning 
to take short cuts, across back lots, to the graveyard. 

Sometimes birthdays seem to be the sole cause of old 
age, and they are mostly seen in the early-made homes 
of earnest, self-reliant, hustling, driving men with help- 
ful wives, and little children. These strong, able pro- 
tectors of the home make, if need be, strong, able, effi- 
cient protectors of the state and nation. These men 
are strong because every hour of their early days was 
so fully used in preparation for the real, stern business 
of life, dissipation and the sowing of wild oats

The man should be fit because he is mentally and phys- 
ically well, and the normal woman fit, too, because 
so rounded out as a healthy woman, with a line of for- 
bears on both sides for generations back, of normal, 
healthy peop, free from the curse of a bad heredity, 
free from constitutional taint, free from the things that 
make skeletons in homes. 

When all marriages are made because of fitness—tfit- 
ness of both the man and the woman—the children will. 
grow up and ripen into natural, normal children, and 
with the extended advantages and training of these 
modern days, they will prove superior to the parents as 
individuals. But the fitness of one parent cannot en- 
tirely overcome the unfitness of the other, for, too 
often, hereditary peculiarities and family taints crop out 
unexpectedly. 

The marring, blighting things of a bad heredity seem 
more markedly stamped on humanity than the perfec- 
tions of the human body, and strike and mark their vie- 
tims like some cruel, wicked thing from out of the dark- 
ness. Unfitness in both the man and the woman in- 
tensifies the unfitness in the children, and makes of 
them abnormal creatures. Our prisons, workhouses, 
asylums and houses for incapables are full of them, and 
there are not enough of these to house them. The unfit 
man and the unfit woman should not marry. 

The making of the home can only come from fit mar- 
riages, the having of healthy children can best be as- 
sured by fit marriages. We must meet the accidental 
things that come to us, but no human being should be 
expected to spend his whole life fighting the shortcom- 
ings and transmitted things of the wickedness of his 
forefathers. 

Pipe-stem arteries, nephritis and heart troubles may 
be set up because of colds, rheumatism, exposure, nerve- 
strain and other things, but intemperance in eating and 
drinking only azgravates and hurries the development of 
disease, intensifies the symptoms, and markedly short- 
ens the life of the individual. Whisky whips up the 
man and makes his tired heart beat stronger, just as 
does the blacksnake in the hands of the driver with his 
team of overloaded mules. The man and the mules 
make a show of strength for the moment, but it is the 
whip that does it. 

When the day comes, when all the men will be as good 
as they now demand all the women shall be, we shall 
have fit marriages, and a new race of normal, healthy 
people. Most of us will have tombstones well covered 
with moss by that time, but it will be good for those of 
us left over to live in an age where there is no neod 
of prisons, refuge houses, asylums and homes for in- 
capables, and all the people will be fit and normal and 
many birthdays will be the cause of happy old age, be- 
cause the sins of the fathers are not visited upon the 
children.
